Relieve the teacher of the misgiv- 
ing that a "wave. of 
purblind “economy ” may engulf 
himself and cripple the work of his 
profession, al! his Conferences 
will be no more pre-occupied with 
saluries, pensions, and so forth 
than are those of Jawyers or 
medical men. As it is, they are 
most fruitful in the collation of ex- 
perience, the expansion of outlook, 
and the advance of technical 
appliances., If they do not always 
distract popular attention from the 
competitive interests of divorce 
and crime, that criticism is scarce-

“AMAZING FEATS PERFORM- 


ED BY. SOMNAMBULISTS. 

What strange, weird things have 
been done by persons while asleep! 
Doctors and brain specialists have 
been puzzled bytheseextraordinary 
._-uecomplishments,- and candidly 
‘confess their inability, to give a 


‘satisfactory explanation of them,

.. by the shock of suddenly. awaken- 
. ing from a state of somnambulism. 
_ A peculiarly pathetic feature of the 
vase was that the girl was to have 
heen married a fortnight later, ° 
In fits of somnambulism. the 
sleepewalker uguilly goes through 
actions that have occupied his, or 
her, mind previous to sleeping. 
Thus there is hardly anything that 
x sleep-walker has not been known 
todo, They have been known to 
wr ons’. R £ oO D n and 
precipices without harm. Unhappi- 
ly, they do not always manage to 
steérclear of danger, Accounts of 
summmambulists who have fallen out 
of. windows are not infrequently 
met with in tho newspapers. Not 
long ago a lady was known to 
leaye her bed while asleep, and to 
walk into’ the sea, where she was 
drowned. Last summer an extra» 
ordinary Alpine accident occurred 
in Geneva. A young farmer, who 
was" subject to somnambulism; 
- walked out of his house in his 
night attire, and in his sleep climbs 
ed the mountain above the hamlet 
of Marbach. He fell, over a 
_ precipice 320 feet high into a tore
